Gov. Schwarzenegger: Help kids and 
fight crime, cut prison spending 


Editor’s Note: Experts know 
the period right after school lets out 
is When youth are at risk of com- 
mitting crimes or being a victim 
themselves. Gov. Schwarzenegger 
campaigned for after-school pro- 
grams in 2002, but now he needs 
to fund them. He can start, write 
PNS contributors Esta Soler and 
Vincent Schiraldi, by cutting the 
states bloated prison budget. Esta 
Soler is founder and president of 
the Family Violence Prevention 
Fund, which works nationally to 
respond to the epidemic of vio- 
lence against women and children. 
Vincent Schiraldi is executive di- 
rector of the Justice Policy Insti- 
tute, a nonprofit dedicated to end- 
ing society's reliance on incarcera- 
tion.

Before California’s gubernato- 
rial campaign, Arnold Schwarze- 
negger knew the importance of af- 
ter-school programs in preventing 
crime. In 2002, he led the cam- 
paign for Proposition 49, which 
called for after-school funding for 
every public elementary and 
middle school in the state. But de- 
spite the proposition’s passage, 
most of the programs remain un- 
funded. 

Now, as governor, Schwarze- 
negger can find plenty of money 
for after-school initiatives by cut- 
ting California’s bloated prison 
budget. By reducing the incarcera- 


tion of technical parole violators 
and other nonviolent offenders and 
closing some prisons, the governor 
can save money, build safer com- 
munities and help reduce the like- 
lihood of our young people occu- 
pying a prison cell when they grow 
up. 

The period right after school 
lets out is the time when kids are 
most likely to get in trouble or be- 
come victims themselves. Yet, af- 
ter-school programs are unavail- 
able to | million elementary and 
middle schoolers with working 
parents, and 500.000 high school 
students. 

Prisons, however, have be- 
come a political sacred cow in 
California. The state’s prison sys- 
tem grew from a sleepy little de- 
partment that imprisoned 20.000 
people at a cost of $675 million an- 
nually in 1980, to a behemoth with 
a $5.3 billion dollar budget and 
nearly 160,000 inmates. While ev- 
ery government department trim- 
med programs to the bone this 
year, the California Department of 
Corrections overspent its budget 
by a half-billion dollars. 

By investing more public 
safety dollars in proven prevention 
strategies such as pre-school and 
after-school programs, home visi- 
tation programs, intervention for 
children exposed to violence and 
programs supporting vulnerable 


adolescents, California could re- 


duce violence on the street and in 
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the home. Intensive and compre- 
hensive prevention programs have 
been shown to cut juvenile arrest 
rates and reduce the likelihood of 
child abuse. Since being abused 
almost doubles a child’s chances 
of growing up to become a chronic 
offender, investing in prevention is 
more effective at building safe and 
healthy communities than invest- 
ing in prison walls. 

To generate these prevention 
dollars, the governor needs to fol- 
low through on his pledge to break 
with the special interests of the 
past. He must enact sensible parole 
reforms. A recent study by the 
Little Hoover Commission, a bi- 
partisan, independent state body 
that promotes efficiency and effec- 
tiveness in government, found that 
two out of three California parol- 
ees end up back in prison (about 
100.000 people a year). The com- 
mission called the state's parole 
system “a billion dollar failure.” 

The California Department of 
Corrections (CDC) has since 
touted a plan to reduce the num- 
ber of parole revocations by a third, 
cutting the prison population by 
15,000 by the end of 2005. At an 
annual cost of $24,000 per inmate, 
this reform alone would save $360 
million. 

If Gov. Schwarzenegger can 
resist the cries of the California 
prison guards union — which con- 
sistently fights prison reforms

sembly voted recently to repeal 
it. Arnold Schwarzenegger. 
Californtals new governor, 
signed the repeal bill. 

Even Gil Cedillo, its chief 
sponsor, voted to repeal it. He 
called ita “tactical” move. Cedi- 
llo met with Schwarzenegger and 
said that new legislation to give 
undocumented workers licenses 
would be proposed in January. 
The new plan would address 
Schwarzenegger's concerns 
about security. Cedillo further 
stated that he was placing his 
confidence in Schwarzenegger's 
promise to do the right thing. If 
that didn’t happen, the new gov- 
ernor would not be “honorable.” 

Cedillo is a rare politician 
who has been fighting for those 
at the very bottom of the eco- 
nomic ladder and at the fringes 
of society, particularly undocu- 
mented workers. He certainly 
means well. Yet, it’s difficult to 
see in What ways Schwarzeneg- 
ger has been or will be honorable. 

Although the new governor 
has been interested in getting into 
politics for some time, he passed 
up the chance to participate in the 
Republican primary a few years 
ago. The recall election offered 
him a special opportunity be- 
cause it was a short campaign 
and he was able to prevail. 

When he got into the race, 
he said he was rich and did not 
need anybody’s money to finance 
his campaign. However, the con- 
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tributions started rolling in very 
fast and he ended up accepting 
more than 15 million dollars 
from real estate developers and 
other businesses, more than any 
other candidate. Was it honorable 
of him to say one thing and turn 
around and do another? 

When the revelations about 
his groping about twenty women 
in his career as an actor came out 
in the Los Angeles Times just 
before the election, Schwarz- 
enegger stated that he could not 
remember if all the allegations 
Were true. This is an individual 
whose sense of honor prevents 
him from seeing that unwanted 
sexual advances can be humili- 
ating. 

After he won the election, he 
promised to have himself inves- 
tigated. He said he would hire 
someone to check the allegations. 
Eventually, he changed his mind 
and he will not investigate him- 
self. Of course, whatever infor- 
mation the investigators would 
have found would have been 
given to him. It’s like OJ 
Simpson hiring his own investi- 
gator to find out if he committed 
a crime. Does he not know it? 

One of Schwarzenegger's 
first proposals since becoming 
governor has been to cut medi- 
cal care for Medi-Cal patients, 
California’s version of Medicaid. 
In addition, cuts were seriously 
considered in a number of ser- 
vices offered to developmentally 
disabled people. After a lot of 
negative publicity, Schwar- 
zenegger decided not to carry 
them out. Now it looks like 
higher education will take some 
severe hits. 

Can Schwarzenegger be 
trusted to do the honorable thing 
with licenses for undocumented 
workers? 

History would say definitely 
not. The new governor does what 
is popular regardless of conse- 
quences. He rolled back the in- 
crease in car fees imposed by 
Pete Wilson and maintained by 
Gray Davis. Now cities and lo-

cal governments have lost a sig- 
nificant portion of their revenue. 
Where will they get the funds to 
provide basic services including 
fire and police protection? 

In the case of undocumented 
workers, Schwarzenegger will 
do the same. He will go with the 
popular thing to do. Californians 
Oppose giving undocumented 
workers licenses because of the 
strong emotional reaction against 
“criminals.”

ger’s entourage includes former 
governor Pete Wilson and the 
infamous aura of Proposition

Helping the downtrodden is 
not part of Schwarzenegger's 
baggage, particularly if they have 
committed a “crime” by entering 
the country illegally. 

Undocumented workers can 
get legal driver’s licenses in 
many American states including 
Alaska, Connecticut, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Montana, Nevada, 
New Mexico, North Carolina, 
Ohio, Rhode Island, Tennessee, 
Utah, Washington and West Vir- 
ginia. 

Democrats in California de- 
cided that licenses for undocu- 
mented workers are not worth a 
fight because there are bigger 
items on the agenda. That's un- 
fortunate because by not fighting 
for undocumented workers” li- 
censes, Democrats sent a clear 
message that no one will do the 
honorable thing.

Navy Mechanics School” and 
worked there from December

There. as chief of the elec- 
tricity and automobile section, 
Scilingo played an “active role” 
in Overseeing and maintaining the 
“picanas” (prods) used to torture 
detainees with charges of electric 
current. 

He even “attended a session 
where a detainee was tortured 
with that instrument before being 
‘transferred’ (disappeared).” the 
document reads. 

Additionally, “on seven or 
eight occasions, he was sum- 
moned by other officers and 
brought them tires and diesel fuel 
for burning the murdered prison- 
ers' bodies at gatherings that ... 
were known as “barbecues’.” 

In mid-June 1977, Scilingo 
was ordered to take part in a 
“death flight” involving prison-

tooth and nail — hundreds of mil- 
lions could be saved in other ways.

Once there. and after “being 
shot up with drugs, over Argen- 
tine maritime waters, the prison- 
ers were thrown out, alive, after 
having had their clothes stripped 
off so there would be no trace of 
where they were from, with the 
intent of killing them and having 
their bodies disappear.” 

Scilingo allegedly took part 
in one of the flights that day, in 
which more than 15 prisoners

El endurecimiento de las me- 
didas de seguridad anunciado la 
semana pasada por el Gobierno era 
más notorio en lugares como aero- 
puertos o zonas de paso fronterizo, 
donde los agentes de policía escu- 
driñaban atentamente a vehículos 
y pasajeros, en uno de los días de 
mayores aglomeraciones del año.
